The  votes  are  in  and  it's  finally  time  to  introduce  the  "much-awaited"  name  for  our  Hewes 
Library  pig.  "Scotty"  received  the  most  votes  of  the  seven  possible  names  presented  on  a  slate  to  the 
Monmouth  College  community  the  first  of  March.  "Scotty"  barely  beat  out  "Babe,  Queen  of  Scots"  in 
the  balloting.  So,  with  the  advent  of  National  Library  Week,  April  9-15,  and  after  an  absence  of  three 
weeks,  Scotty  reassumed  his  place  of  distinction  in  front  of  the  stairwell  in  Hewes  Library. 

Scotty  has  been  designed  with  a  Scottish  theme  by  artist  and  Monmouth  College  lecturer,  Mary 
Phillips.  Phillips  designed  Scotty  with  her  own  version  of  the  Monmouth  College  tartan.  "If  you've 
ever  tried  to  paint  a  square  pattern  over  a  contoured  surface  such  as  Scotty  had  to  offer,  then  you'll 
know  that  it's  impossible  to  maintain  the  plaids  in  perfectly  formed  squares. ..so  you  go  with  the  form. 

With  assistance  from  her  husband.  Rick  Sayre,  director  of  Hewes  Library,  the  fiberglass  pig  was 
painted  with  cherry  red  and  black  spray  paint  with  masking  tape  used  at  different  stages  to  create  the 
plaid  design.  "We  decided  not  to  get  too  elaborate  with  the  plaid  for  two  reasons—l]  to  allow  for  the 
distinct  pattern  to  be  seen  from  a  distance,  and  2)  to  maintain  our  sanity." 

Scotty  does  come  with  a  few  accessory  items.  Provided  by  the  Monmouth  College  Highlanders, 
Scotty  has  his  own  kilt,  jacket,  and  scarf,  for  formal  piping  occasions.  The  Hewes  Library  staff  has  also 
provided  Scotty  with  a  blanket  of  reflective  outdated  CD-ROMs.  "While  European  warriors  of  medieval 
times  wore  a  protective  coat  of  chain  mail,  we  decided  that  our  contemporary  Scotty  would  be  best 
served  with  his  own  coat  of  e-mail,"  jokes  Sayre.  "Scotty  may  change  over  time.  In  fact,  he  may  just 
be  a  work  in  progress!" 

Scotty  will  remain  at  Hewes  Library  at  least  until  the  fall  as  part  of  the  Alliance  Library 
System's   Partners  in  a  Great  System  (PIGS)  promotional.  Over  150  fiberglass  pigs  will  be  on  display  in 
libraries  and  businesses  across  western  Illinois  in  this  promotional  campaign  patterned  after  the  highly 
successful  fiberglass  "Cows"  exhibition  in  Chicago  last  summer.

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Into  one  Monmouth  College  van  and  one  small  car  piled  a  group  of  twelve  MC  students  and  all 
of  their  belongings.  After  a  cramped  ride,  a  week  of  difficult  but  meaningful  work  followed. 

Known  as  Alternative  Spring  Break  (ASB],  the  group,  led  by  Chris  McRoberts,  coordinator  of 
Greek  Life,  volunteered  their  week  off  to  travel  to  southern  Illinois.  The  group  did  work  to  improve 
the  city  of  East  Saint  Louis,  particularly  the  Emerson  Park  neighborhood.

Belleville,  Illinois,  and  loaded  into  the  school  van  to  travel  to  the  Emerson  Park  neighborhood  of 
East  Saint  Louis. 

On  Monday,  March  13,  the  group  of  ASB  students  were  introduced  to  Youth  Build,  a  group  of 
young  people  who  have  dropped  out  of  high  school.  Members  of  Youth  Build  were  attempting  to 
earn  their  G.E.D.s  and  also  receive  skills  that  would  help  them  throughout  life.  MC  students  also 
handed  out  flyers  for  the  town  meeting  taking  place  on  Wednesday,  March  15.  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  March  14  and  15,  proved  to  be  the  work  days  for  the  group.  Working  alongside 
members  of  Youth  Build,  the  MC  students  cleared  an  abandoned  house,  its  lot,  and  two  other  lots. 

For  the  rest  of  the  week,  the  group  handed  out  flyers  and  participated  in  office  work  to  help 
promote  Emerson  Park's  Smoke  Out,  the  kickoff  for  a  project  aimed  at  neighborhood  betterment. 
There  was  also  some  time  left  over  for  ASB  students  to  visit  the  Saint  Louis  Zoo  and  the  Saint  Louis 
Museum  of  Art,  and  dine  out. 

At  the  week's  end,  the  group  had  learned  many  things  about  East  Saint  Louis,  themselves,  and 
others.  The  trip  proved  to  be  beneficial  because  those  attending  were  from  different  backgrounds 
and  brought  unique  experiences  for  all  to  share.

Monmouth  College  baseball  officially  returned  to  * 
campus  playing  home  games  rather  than  being  in 
Galesburg  with  the  new  Glasgow  field.  Led  by  a  co- 
player  of  the  year,  the  Monmouth  College  Fighting 
Scots  placed  eight  players  on  the  Midwest  conference 
All-South  Division  first  team  and  added  another  on 
the  four  man  honorable  mention  unit. 

Shortstop  Casey  Boydstun  led  MWC  in  steals  and 
established  several  new  school  records,  shared  the 
division  Player  of  the  Year  with  a  member  of  the 
Grinnell  team.  Boydstun  led  the  team  in  eight  cate- 
gories, including  games  played  (school  record  35),  at 
bats  (school  record  141),  hits  (school  record  54),  runs 
(36),  doubles  (11),  triples  (3),  average  (.383),  and  stolen 
bases  (school  record  22).  Practically  all  of  Monmouth's 
starting  lineup  made  the  All-Star  squad,  including 
Taylor  Thiel,  Kevin  Clarey,  Jim  Starcevich,  Steve 
Glasgow,  Ryan  Johnson,  and  Beau  Hellman.  Shawn 
Hickey  received  an  honorable  mention. 

Glasgow  led  the  MWC  in  hitting  during  the  12- 
game  season,  batting  .488,  while  Starcevich  was  third 
at  .464.  Larkins'  five  home  runs  ranked  fourth  in  the 
league,  and  as  pitcher,  he  was  second  ERA  at  2.25. 
Hellman  was  3-0  with  a  with  a  2.67  ERA,  both  which 
ranked  fourth,  while  Johnson  had  the  league's  fifth 
best  ERA  at  2.70. 


The  women  of  Monmouth  College's  softball 
diamond  had  a  phenomenal  season.  This  year's 
captains  were  the  two  seniors  on  the  team, 
Natalie  Hacker  and  Krista  Gavlinski.  The  soft- 
ball  team  had  an  overall  record  of  19-15,  which 
also  tied  a  previous  college  record  for  most 
wins  in  a  season.  The  team  set  a  new  school 
record  of  an  eleven  winning  game,  when  the 
previous  had  been  nine.  The  softball  team  went 
8-0  in  conference  play.  Monmouth  College  host- 
ed the  conference  tourney  in  which  the  women 
placed  third.  Over  spring  break  the  team  went 
to  Florida  to  play  against  other  colleges.  MC's 
record  there  was  4-5.  Personal  highlights  were 
Jody  Schaill  and  Jen  Witmer  were  both  named 
South  Division  Players  of  the  Week.

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Y     The  outdoor  season  began  fresh  off  two  regained  indoor  Conference  cham- 
pionships. Visions  of  a  repeat  of  this  feat  danced  in  their  heads  (among  other 
goals).  On  their  side  was  the  fact  that  the  last  time  a  team  who  captured  the 
indoor   championship  did  not  become  team  champ  for  outdoor  was  back  in  1994. 
The  team  also  realized  that  Carroll  would  put  up  a  good  fight  to  defend  their 
championships. 

It  wasn't  until  the  second  meet  of  the  year  that  the  Scots  began  achieving 
some  of  the  goals  besides  a  championship  regained.  Beginning  a  streak  that  would 
near  a  list  of  ten  events,  sophomore  Scott  Stanton  qualified  provisionally  in  the 
110  high  hurdles  and  by  the  end  of  the  season  had  qualified  automatically.  Junior 
Constance  Jackson  earned  her  spot  outright  at  Wash  U.  and  also  improved  her  200 
meter  dash  time  to  where  she  ranked  fifth  in  the  country  (at  the  time  of  printing]. 
Jackson  also  bettered  the  provisional  mark  in  the  100  at  the  Dick  Young  Classic  at 
Grinnell 

Other  qualifiers  during  the  season  included  Justin  Bryant  (automatic  in  the 
200,  provisional  in  the  100),  Cort  Mills  (who  was  All-American  in  the  high  jump 
last  year),  Eric  Holmes  (provisional  in  shot  put),  and  Jill  Hoops  (provisional  in  the 
400  hurdles).  The  women's  4x100  (Hoops,  Jackson,  Moredock,  and  Kuhrts)  also 
qualified  provisionally. 

Other  goals  achieved  by  the  team  were  the  numerous  personal  and  few  school 
records  broken.  Jackson  lowered  the  schools  200  record  to  24.51.  She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  4x400  relay  team  which  broke  the  record  as  they  qualified  for 
nationals  (3:55.35). 

As  the  season  wound  to  a  close,  the  Scots  found  themselves  facing  a  stronger 
fight  from  Carroll  then  they'd  expected.  And  the  pouring  rain  and  high  winds 
made  it  an  interesting  weekend  for  all  teams.  Those  who  were  not  mentally  tough 
enough  to  withstand  the  weather  found  themselves  being  overtaken  by  those  who 
were.  In  the  end,  it  was  close.  Awesome  performances  by  Jackson  and  Holmes 
served  for  a  starting  point.  It  was  enough  for  the  women  who  overcame  Carroll  by 
2.5  points  winning  the  team  championship  and  who  had  the  only  broken  record  at 
the  meet  (4x400  relay  team  of  Moredock,  Hoops,  Estes,  and  Jackson). 

The  results  were  mixed  for  the  men.  Some  had  great  performances  by  several 
athletes  who  stepped  up,  but  they  weren't  without  mistakes.  An  emotional  and 
somewhat  hard  fought  weekend  ended  with  the  men  losing  the  championship  by 
one  point  to  Carroll. 

"We  have  made  some  strides  this  year  toward  being  the  kind  of  team  that  I 
hope  we  can  be,"  commented  Coach  Roger  Haynes.  All  that  is  left,  according  to 
him,  is  bringing  together  the  following— challenging  at  conference  and  nationals, 
working  a  little  harder,  and  having  a  little  bit  more  fun.  "Those  things  coming 
together  make  coaches  and  athletes  more  happyi'  said  Haynes.

Founder  Fannie  Whitenack  Libbey  stated  that  Pi 
Beta  Phi  is  "a  tie  that  will  bind  you  close  togeth- 
er and  be  an  inspiration  to  each  of  you  to 
achieve  the  highest  and  best  in  life." 

Today  the  fraternity  has  over  130  chapters 
in  America  and  Canada,  and  supports  national 
philanthropies  called  Links  To  Literacy  and 
Arrowmont.  To  support  these  philanthropies, 
that  chapter  has  fund-raisers  throughout  the  year 
and  visits  the  Monmouth  Library  to  read  to  chil- 
dren.

United  States.  President  Bush  was  asked  to  come  to  Monmouth  by  alumnus  James  Pate, 

CEO  of  Pennzoil-Quaker  State. 


The  Honorable  George  H.  W  Bush 


George  Bush  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  on  Nov. 
8,  1988  and  served  until  Jan.  20, 
1993.  During  his  term  in  office, 
freedom  prevailed  in  the  Cold 
War;  the  threat  of  nuclear  war  was 
drastically  reduced;  the  Soviet 
Union  imploded  and  was  replaced 
by  a  democratic  Russia;  the  Berlin 
Wall  fell,  and  Germany  reunified; 
and  an  unprecedented  internation- 
al coalition  force  liberated  Kuwait 
from  Iraq—paving  the  way  for 
Israel  and  her  Arab  neighbors  to 
begin  anew  their  quest  for  peace 
in  the  Middle  East. 

Mr.  Bush  was  the  first  sitting 
Vice  President  to  ascend  to  the 
Presidency  since  Martin  van  Buren 
in  1837,  but  he  was  also  only  the 
second  American  President  to 
serve  a  full  term  without  party 
control  in  either  chamber  of 
Congress.  Nevertheless,  President 
Bush  signed  into  law,  among  other 
things,  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  and  the  Clean  Air 
Act—landmark  civil  rights  and 
environmental  legislation.  He  also 
successfully  fought  for  and  negoti- 
ated the  North  American  Free 
Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA).

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In  Remembrance  of... 

Bobby  WoU  1911-1999 


On  Saturday,  August  29,  1999,  a  Monmouth 
College  legend  died. 

Professor  of  physical  education  emeritus  Robert 
George  Woll,  88,  died  of  an  apparent  heart  attack  at 
his  home  in  Monmouth. 

Woll,  who  retired  in  1976  after  50 
years  as  a  student,  athlete,  teacher, 
and  coach  at  MC,  was  known,  loved, 
and  respected  by  generations  of  alum- 
ni as  well  as  current  students. 

During  his  40  years  on  the  physical 
education  faculty,  he  coached  every 
intercollegiate  sport  except  wrestling, 
and  was  part  of  nearly  1,000  Fighting 
Scot  victories.  The  MC  athletic  field 
which  he  developed  and  tended  for 
decades  was  named  in  his  honor  in 
1980. 

With  his  success  in  sports  as  an 
undergraduate,  his  number  has  been 
the  only  number  retired  at  Mon- 
mouth College. 

Even  though  the  man  stood  at  only 
5'9"  and  weighed  129  pounds,  his 
impact  on  Monmouth  sports  history 
weighed  in  much  higher.  Bobby  Woll 
stunned  crowds  at  a  Monmouth-Knox 
game  where  he  scored  two  touchdowns,  with  one 
being  a  national  record  at  the  time— 93  yards.  As  a 
coach  he  also  had  a  good  record  against  Knox,  with  a 
27-7  record  in  all  sports  combined.  When  many  look 
back  at  Monmouth  College,  his  name  seems  to  stand 
out  more  than  others.  He  was  the  hometown  boy  who 
became  the  hometown  hero.  As  we  look  ahead  to  the 
future,  we  take  a  look  into  the  past  and  wonder:  Who 
will  be  the  next  Bobby  Woll?
